French Units 


War Ministry Spokesman Reports Enemy 
Had Made Slight Advances On 
West, East Flanks 

PARIS, June 6.—The Germans, throwing at least 2,000 
tanks into the battle of the Somme, were reported by the 
French war ministry spokesman tonight to have made a 
“slight advance”. 


French forces are retiring tonight both on the west 
and on the east flanks of the Somme front. 


Some of the German tanks were estimated to have 
driven as much as 7! miles into the French lines, attacking 
in swarms of 200 and 300 and engaging French men and 
machines in gigantic battles. 


However several hundred of these tanks were declared 
by the war office spokesman to have been destroyed by 
French tanks, planes and by the infantry support points 
which are staggered through General Maxime Weygand’s 
tangle of new fortifications on the Somme front. 


The French left, or west, flank was withdrawing from 
the Somme along the English Channel coast toward the 
Bresle river, roughly 17 miles south of Abbeville. 

The French right (east) flank was falling back from 
the Ailette river south toward the Aisne river. 


Nazi Drive Concentrated In Several Sectors 


The German drive was concentrated in the sectors south 
of Abbeville, Amiens and Peronne, east of the Oise valley 
and in the Aillette sector. 

Violent air battles went on, the French reporting they 
had shot down 36 German planes and wrecked perhaps seven 
more. German troop concentrations were bombed and ma- 
chine-gunned both on the Somme-Aisne front and on the 
Rhine. 


PARIS, June 6.—French “75’s” and anti-tank guns 
caught hard-driving German tanks in a tangle of fire on the 
Somme front today in a battle seven miles in depth. 


Other German tanks, pushing recklessly as far as 
_they could go, fought through the battlefield and into the 
open only to be cut off from their support. 


Nests of French machine-gunners and pursuit planes 
were reported to have successfully held back the main Ger- | 
man forces, preventing motorcyclists and truck-carried in-| 
fantry from following up the tank spearheads, 


Tank Traps Permit Destruction At Will

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HITLER FELT 
VICTORY DUE 
BY MAY 25 


LONDON, June 6.—Adédolf 
Hitler confidently expected 
the capitulation of Britain and 
France by May 25, a member 
of The Netherlands legation at 
Berlin said in an interview 
here today. The diplomat is 
now stationed in London. 

According to this diplomat, 
the Hitler blitzkrieg machine 
is running behind schedule. 
Hitler, he said, wrote Premier 
Mussolini of Italy that French 
and British resistance would 
be crushed in 15 days follow- 
ing the occupation of Holland 
and Belgium. Holland was 
supposed to have been over- 
run in a day. The timetable 
did not work this way, how- 
ever. 

The German army did not 
have more than 15,000 train- 
ed parachutists, the diplomat 
said, and most of these are be- 
lieved to have been killed or 
captured, Most of Germany's

The prodigality with which men and 
equipment are being thrown into the cam- 
paign bespeaks a clear recognition at Ber- 
lin that if the Allies cannot be knocked out 
this summer the war will be lost 


The Call for Ambulances 


The appeal of the Red Cross for 50 am- 
bulances, asked for by the British Red 
Cross, has already brought a response 
from many points and the required num- 
ber will without doubt be forthcoming in 
little time. The people of every city in the 
Dominion will, and should, want to pro- 
vide one of these life-saving vehicles. 

The cost of an ambulance is said to be 
little more than $2,000. These cars can 
be bought immediately and sent oversea 
without delay. They do not have to be 
built to order. Their purchase by munici- 
pal funds or public subscription will not 
interfere in any way with the filling of 
Government orders, and every one sent 
across will be a net addition to the number 
available as and where needed. Should 
the number asked for be doubled, there is 
only too strong probability that there will 
be none too many. 

Edmonton people will welcome an op- 
portunity to contribute to so urgent a 
cause. They have never failed to do their 
bit in a matter of the kind. 


Britain at Bay 


It was a heart-wrenching statement 
Prime Minister Churchill had to make to 
the British House of Commons on the 
“colossal military disaster’ that befell 
the Allied arms in Flanders. And he did 
not soften the impact in the telling. A de- 
feat had been sustained, immense stores 
of equipment and munitions had been lost, 
the enemy was in complete possession of 
the Channel ports and of vast Belgian and 
French mining and industrial areas. The 
only redeeming feature in the picture was 
that the Allied army had been saved by a 
“miracle of evacuation’; but “wars are 
not won by evacuations”. 

In consequence, Britain was faced by 
invasion, immediate and ferocious. Its 
people might have to fight for their lives, 
their homes and their liberties in the 
Streets of their cities, the fields and hills 
of their countryside. It must be a battle 
to the death for them, whether on their 
own soil or elsewhere. There could be no 
surrender, 

If not for a hundred years has Britain 
been so seriously threatened with inva- 
sion, never in the long roll of its history 
have its people heard a sterner call to 
arms, Seldom has the head of a govern- 
ment had to tell his countrymen they 
stood in such dire peril. None ever told it 
in plainer language. 

It was precisely the kind of speech a 
Churchill could be expected to make, and 
the kind Britishers would want him to 
make in the circumstances. For the 
Strength of Britain is that something in 
the British character which dares to face 

facts and hates subterfuge. To that in- 
nate love of realism this challenge will 
strike home. The people of Britain know 
now their backs are to the wall. If their 
islands are invaded their assailants will 
find them terrible adversaries.

New Zealand has a law permitting 
military conscription to be brought into 
effect. But it is officially announced the 
law will not be applied unless voluntary en- 
listment fails to produce the number of 
men required. Great numbers of men be- 
ing less urgently needed than in the last 
war, it is unlikely that situation will arise. 


One member proposed in parliament 
that Canada give 5,000,000 bushels of 
wheat to France and Britain to help feed 
war refugees. The only objection is that 
the amount should be more. Both coun- 
tries, but France more than Britain, are 
taking care of vast and increasing num- 
bers of impoverished people of other 
countries who have been driven from their 
homes. Canada might well help to ease 
this strain on financial resources which 
are already strained beyond anything 
Canadians have ever known.

THE BALANCE SHEET OF HISTORY 

I am not among those who think that the 
United States is threatened with an imminent 
invasion either from Mars or from the Nazis. It 
is something quite different with which we are 
threatened—the complete collapse of the world 
of which we are an integral part, and the re- 
distribution and reorganization 
of that world, socially, econome 
ically, politically, financially 
and spiritually, in such a manner 
as will menace our institutions, 
our way of life and our possibil- 
ity of independent survival. 

Readjustments that affect us 
radically, that will amount, in 
fact, to a revolution, will be 
made while we stand helplessly 
by, unable effectively to protest 
or effectively to intervene, wait-

ing to take what we are given—and like it.

The question is not whether we should go to 


war, It is an idle question, because even if we 
should at this‘moment, we could not. In spite 
of the fact that this Blitzkrieg against the whole 
existing order has been systematically and open- 
ly prepared for seven years, it has been the 
fashion to demur at those who have harped upon 
it as a prime fact to be considered in the world 
today, and to call them panicky, war mongers 
and hysterical. 

Now, it seems to me, the hysteria is in the 
other camp. The country is suddenly aware that 
we are in a planetary crisis, and that, in a world 
where only the possession of force can influence 
events, we are unarmed, At this moment, did we 
possess the force, we could probably influence, 
modify, or even determine the whole course of 
history without even using the force, as Hitler 
determined what is happening now, not in 
Holland but at Munich; not by war but by his 
ability to make it.

There is nothing surprising about what has 
happened except its speed. It has been coming 
inexorably—yesterday, and the day before yes- 
terday and the day before that—this spring, and 
last spring and the spring before that—and we 
were unarmed then, ».0. And many of the 
voices now raised in panic and denunciation of 
our unpreparedness are precisely the ones who 
have tried hardest in the past to convince the 
nation that there was no cause for alarm. 

What we need now is not panic, not denun- 
ciation, not unconsidered action, but awakening, 
analysis and preparation—not for any eventual- 
ity, but for the most likely eventualities. And 
part of this preparation must begin with a ruth- 
less and unsparing self-criticism. 

The balance sheet of history is mercilessly 
exact. Hitler's armies are battering down fron- 
tiers, armies, peoples, institutions and a whole 
world, because that world has offered itself to 
this fate. For years it has presented such a spec- 
tacle of degeneration and decline as to invite the 
scourge, 

We are threatened from without only be- 
cause we have become weak within. That weak- 
ness is not primarily in lack of arms nor in the 
nefarious work of Fifth Columns. The latter 
merely exploit our weakness—as criminals and 
gangsters were exploiting it log before Fifth 
Columns were ever formed. (And then there was 
not a self-confessed rapist or murderer but could 
find some respectable lawyer to plead his case.)

We have been living for a generation on un- 
earned increnrent, wasting and abusing the 
liberties which our ancestors won for us in 
blood; mortgaging our children’s patrimony to 
pay today’s bills which are our own. 

Born in liberty, we have forgotten the stern 
fact of liberty—namely, that it involves the 
highest degree of personal and group respons- 
ibility. Freedom without responsibility means 
anarchy. When the President said, a week ago 
Sunday, that we do not need to abandon our 
democracy to match the strength of aggressors, 
he spoke the truth. We do not need to abandon 
it, but we do need to go back to it—to go back to 
its moral and intellectual foundations and build 
on them again. 

Government by agitator-led masses is not 
American democracy. The concept that there is 
some sacred wisdom inherent in majorities, how- 
ever ignorant, is not American democracy. The 
Congressman or Senator who is afraid to have 
a mind of his own and is unwilling to risk his 
political life for his convictions, reading his 
telegrams and studying the composition of or- 
ganized groups before he can make up his mind 
about anything, is not a democratic statesman 
but merely a paid agent, and the agent, further- 
more, of the most impulsive and easiest to stam- 
pede, and the most articulately greedy and venal. 

Everywhere power has been divorced from 
responsibility. 

Our trade unions have power without an 
ounce of responsibility for the productive process 
or for the community. Many of them are dic- 
tator-led at that. Their bosses can cal] strikes at 
their own will; they can make demands that 
close an industry and throw men into the streets; 
they resort to terror over their own members; 
they prevent management from exercising re- 
sponsibility and do not even claim it for them- 
selves. In behalf of “Labor” they offend the 
very spirit of labor, undermining standards of 
work and divorcing remuneration from com- 
petency. The same, in other manifestations, 
holds true for industry, banking and our in- 
tellectual Life. 

Profiteers ere derided, in a world where 
profiteering is the characteristic of the day. If a 
banker, manufacturer or speculator gyps or boy- 
cotts the community in the interest of heavier 
dividends, self-voted bonuses and inflated 
profits, he is either denounced as a malefactor, 
or becomes an ambassador, depending upon his 
politics; and the while he is denounced he is 
emulated by the denouncers. For unearned in- 
crement has become the national dream, If you 
get it one way you are a profiteer; if another 
you are @ contributor to “purchasing power.” 
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Integrity, honesty and every noble passion 
are held up to ridicule. The independent per- 
eqnality is the butt of every cheap joke. Let a 
man emerge amongst us of truly superior quality

Why War Savings? 


Mr. John Maynard Keynes writes as follows 
in his book, “How to Pay for the War,” Some 
means must be found for withdrawing purchas- 
ing power from the market; or prices must rise 
until the available goods are selling at figures 
which absorb the increased quantity of expendi- 
tures—in other words, the method of inflation.” 
If prices are allowed to rise in an inflationary 
spiral as would happen if individuals increased 
their purchases in proportion to their increases 
in income as a result of the government's war 
expenditures, the full benefit of the inflation 
falls to. the richer classes and results in a les- 
sened real income for the salaried worker and 
wage earner. “The result is that the rich bear 
less than their fair share of the burden.” 

Mr. Keynes says ironically, “The whole of the 


» Teal cost of the war, it is claimed, should be 


borne by the richer classes. Nay, more. The 
increased demand for the services of labor due 
to the war, offers a much needed opportunity for 
increasing working-class consumption above 
what it was previously. : 

“Do the workers really claim that they alone 
should be war-profiteers, taking advantage of 
the war to increase their consumption, and that 
more than the whole burden of the war should 
be borne by others? .. 

“It is physically impossible for the commun- 
ity as a whole to consume now the equivalent of 
their increased war effort. The war effort is to 
pay for the war, it cannot also supply increased 
consumption. Those who make the effort have, 
therefore, only two alternatives between which 
to choose. They can forego the equivalent con- 
sumption altogether (either as a result of taxa- 
tion or inflation) or they can postpone it (by 
saving and lending). No expedient can be ade- 
quate which allows the increased purchasing 
power of the lower income groups to material- 
ize in a corresponding increase in their con- 
sumption.” 

What is necessary in Canada at the present 
time is not so much that the individual should 
lower his standard of living but that he should 
not raise it as a result of any increase in income 
due to war effort of the country. Furthermore, 
we can save in another way, by the limitation 
to essentials of our individual purchases of im- 
ported goods. In the May issue of this Monthly 
Letter, it was pointed out that Canada can no 
longer meet the annual debit in her balance of 
payments with the United States with the credits 
arising from her transactions with Great Britain. 
If, therefore, we can make a saving by abstain- 
ing from the purchase of imported non-essential 
goods and thus husband our supplies of foreign 
exchange, we should by all means do so as this 
too will assist the government in meeting this 
annual debit—Monthly Letter, Royal Bank of 
Canada. 


On This Date

Sixty years ego today (June 6, 1880), the 
first graduates of the Protestant Episcopal 
Divinity. College were ordained by Bishop 
Sweatman in St. James’ Cathedral, Toronto. 
They were Herbert Almon, son of the rector of 
Trinity church, Halifax; Clarence Ball, a B.A. 
of Trinity college, Toronto; Bernard Bryan, 
afterwards Canon Bryan, rector of the Church 
of the Epiphany, Toronto; Arthur Chapman; 
Ogilvie Dobbs, afterwards Archdeacon Dobbe 
of Kingston; F. H. DuVernet, afterwards Arch- 
bishop of Caledonia; George T. Griffith, F. W 
Kerr and C. H. Marsh, later Canon Marsh of 
Lindsay. 

It was three years later before the school 
became Wycliffe College, which has since con- 
tributed so many clergymen, worthy successors 
of these first graduates. In every diocese in 
Canada from ocean to ocean graduates of 
Wycliffe are to be found working for The 
Master, and leaders in their community, small 
or large. More than a dozen of these graduates 
have become Bishops of the Church of England 
in Canada, in the United States, in China and 
Japan, always true to the Bible and the direc- 
tions of the Prayer Book of the Church of Eng- 
land.

Almost every patient of middle 
age with diabetes will have been 
a heavy user of these foods which 
over-work the pancreas by forc- 
ing it to carry too much of a work- 
ing load over a long period of time. 
Eventually, some of the secreting 
cells wear out and the result is a 
decrease in natural insulin. As a 
consequence, the body is less . ble to 
handle carbohydrates, and gradu- 
ally diabetes asserts itself. 

The classical symptoms of the dis- 
order and extreme thirst, extreme 
hunger. and an increase in the fluid 
thrown out by the kidneys.’ The 
public as a whole is well acquainted 
with another symptom—the finding 
of sugar in the kidney elimination. 
This may actually contain enough 
sugar so that it has a definite sweet- 
ish odor. 

However, the general public is not 
So well informed about another 
change taking place, which con- 
cerns itself with a rise in the blood 
sugar. It is because of this rise of 
sugar which is circulating in the 
blood that the kidneys are forced to 
take some of it and get rid of it by 
washing it out of the body,

them. Normally, starches and sug- 
lars are changed into dextrose and 
other substances during digestion, 
and in this changed form are taken 
to the liver and there stored. As 
the liver is the chief storage place 
for the body’s sugar, which is call- 
jed glycogen, it has been called “The 
| body’s bank for sugar.” 

When the larger portion of the 
|sugars and starches hurries out of 
the organism, the kidney elimina- 
tion becomes more frequent because 
the sugar calls for an increased 
amount of water in order to flood it 
out in solution. In turn, the fre- 
;quency of the fluid elimination ine 
| duces thirst, as the body needs fresh 
water to replace that lost. 

The steady waste of blood sugar 

jentails a steady loss of nourishing 
substances and may cause the body 
to be underfed. Because of this loss, 
there are produced both hunger and 
a decrease in weight. 
One thing the average person may 
|not know is that the lost sugars 
|may be partially replaced by ma- 
terial taken from protein, such as 
meat. The body has the power of 
converting about 60 per cnet or 80 
lof its protein intake, into carbohy- 
drate,

We are weak because we have 
expended our savings and our sub- 
stance, and mortgaged our future 
under a system by which those on 
the directors’ board or in the poll- 
ing booth try to vote themselves an 
“adequate” income, under the 
theory that they did not ask to be 
born, that the world owes them a 
living and that fair remuneration 
is whatever the traffic will bear. 

What we did from 1926 to 1929 
on a worldwide scale, lending all 
over the world in order to create 
purchasing power regardless of as- 
sets—a policy which collapsed 
Europe and gave us 
have been doing since within our 
own borders, and the results will 
be the same unless we change those 
ways. 

We contemplate leading a hemis- 
phere, when we cannot decently 
govern ourselves. 

The degeneration of values and 
the lack of standards are what has 
made us spend billions without 
abolishing unemployment or slums 
or poverty. Instead of lifting the 
proletariat to a middle-class stand- 
ard of living, we are pushing the 


| middle classes into the proletariat. 


Instead of freeing the creative power 
of American industry under a joy- 
ful affirmation of its social respon- 
sibility and power, we are shack- 
ling it to an irresponsible bureau- 
cracy, and under the guise of 
modifying capitalism and destroy- 
ing all creative impulses, 

Very soon we shall have to take 
a leading place in the world or a 
back seat. If it is to be the former, 
we must begin by making over our- 
selves and living in reality and not 
illusion. There is no cause for fear, 
but neither is there any cause for 
thinking that everything is just 
daisy. 

The ,reality demands sacrificial 
devotion, intensely hard work by 
every one, spiritual and intellectual 
conviction, and out of it the greatest 
happiness there is — that which 
comes of uncoerced dedication to a 
common and lofty cause. 

Panic is the result of rude awak- 
ening from a false dream. The con- 
templation of reality is the begin- 
ning of creative courage and corpo-

WITH THE GERMAN ARMY, 
Jane 6—This war has set in mo- 
tion one of the most tragic migra- 
tions in history. There ts nothing 
more pitiable than these endless 
streams of human misery that ! 
have encountered again and 
again in northern France and 
Belgium. 
Death and suffering are bad 
enough for the men in uniform, 
But these hundreds of thousands 
of old men, women and children 
and infants, plodding along as the 
merciless sun burns their faces or 
backs, had no choice about their 
role in this war. 


WHOLE VILLAGE MOVES 


So fast do armies move today 
that these refugees couldn't even! 
make a sensible selection on what 
to take with them in their hurry. 

Near St. Pol, in northern France, 
there is a little village through 
which the Germans swept without 
doing heavy local damage. | 

The French evidently did not 
make a stand there and the Ger- 
mans had no interest in stopping, 
yet the entire population of the 
village, quite naturally, had fled. 

En route to St. Pol I found 
chalked on houses remarks like: 

“Grocer Monsieur and Madame 

Yvels and their children have 

gone to Rue de Mareeilie 21, St. 

Pol.” 

But when we reached St. Pol we 
realized that no one would find 
Monsier or Madame Yvels in that 
town, 

It had been shelled in the mean- 
time and the civilian population re- 
moved. 


FAMILIES SEPARATED 

In the headlong flight children 
became separated from parents, 
hsbands from wives, brothers from 
sisters, in utter tragedy. 

Had I not travelled for days and 
days along main roads leading from 
Cambrai_to Arras I wouldn't have 
believed my own eyes. 

Marching in one direction, and 
German troops with complete 
equipment, including heavy ar- 
tillery soup kitchens, supply 


trucks, reserves of horses, am- 
bulances, soldiers on foot, on 
bicycle, on motorcycle and in 


armored cars, 

You can imagine what dust those 
marching columns kicked up. We 
who travelled behind and along- 
side were black with dirt at the 
end of each journey. 

And, plodding through the dust 
columns in opposite directions, were 
hundreds of thousands of refugees! 
attempting to return home. They 
always had to move far enough to 
one side to allow the German troops 
to pass. 

Moreover, when they reach some 
narrow emergency bridge, they had 
to wait until many miles of the 
German troop columns had passed. 
That sometimes meant hours. 


RECEIVE LITTLE AID 

In the villages through which 
refugees made this pilgrimage, es- 
pecially in northern France, little | 
help was given them. 

One sturdy French boy was push- 
ing his aged mother on a wheel-| 
barrow. She looked decidedly un- 
comfortable, for she sat perched on 
bedding, cooking utensils and a suit- 
case. 

A father and mother pulled an 
ancient springless cart. In it lay 
a baby. Trudging behind the cart 
were boys and girls of about eight 
and 10. They carried a parrot in a 
cage suspended on walking canes. 

One woman, evidently of the 
leisure class, walked painfully in 
high-heeled shoes with costly furs 
around her neck. Her fashionable 
hat was bedraggled. She didn't seem 
to mind the heat so much as her 
hurting feet. 

Two nuns led one bicycle by hand. 
In a wire basket fastened to the 
handlebars were two baby orphans. 

Interspersed among the thousands 
of pedestrians were horse-drawn 
vehicles—especially hay wagons. In 
these, whole families sat on top of 
their household goods and purpose- 
less but sentimentally-cherished be- 
longings such as framed wedding 
pictures and embroidered pillow 
slips.
